The crowds wer« 
driven back under heavy blows from the bluecoats, who remained a block 
away, awaiting ^till more eagerly the words that will tell the story they 
hope to hear.

Evelyn Nesbit Thaw regained her equilibrium with great 
difficulty, 


and when she left the court house this noon it was necessary for one of 
the lawyers to support her oil each si de. Thaw still claims that he is not 
the least b^t nervous, but his appearance and nervousness do not bear out 
this assertion. The most striking fea ture of the day was the cheers which 
greeted Evelyn ^vhen she, appeared at noon. To protect her the police were 
forced to knock down many members of the mob.

He claim- 
ed that he had only armed himself "at tcr bring informed by detectives that 
his life was in danger and when prot cction of the law was denied him. He 
stated that at the trial he wished Im, defense based solely on the law of 
the state, and is confident that nnder that law the evidence had cleared 
Mm.

NIGHT OF SUSPENSE 


. FOR THAW FAMILY 


Wife, Mother and Sisters Cheer the 


Prisoner With Words of Hope 


and Encouragement. 


New York, April 
12.—Thirty-one 


hours of deliberation and no verdict. 
Such was the condition of affairs at 
11:40 o'clock Thursday night, when 
the Thaw jury was ordered to be 
locked up for a second night at the 
criminal courts building. The 
fact 


that they had not been able to agree 
after devoting so much time to a 
study and discussion of the case has 
given rise to the belief that the trial 
will end in a disagreement and the 
whole affair will have to be gone over 
again. Although the 12 men have 
failed to reach a common opinion, 
and to ail appearances are hopelessly 
at sea, Justice Fitzgerald has not 
given up hope of having a verdict ren- 
dered. As yet Deming B. Smith, fore- 
man of the jury, has not complained 
to the court that the mrors are unable 
to reach a decision, and until he does 
so it is not likely that Justice Fifzser- 
ald will discharge them. The general 
impression prevails that if the 12 men 
aro unable to as?rre at the expiration 
of -58 hours they will be released from 
further service. The very fact, how- 
ever, that no intimation nas Ufpn i« 
ceived from the jur> room that the 
. nu-n aie unable to acn>o, has been 
! comtrucd !» many who have fol'owed 
the proceedings closely a« an indica- 
tion that a verdict will eventually be 
reached 


Harry Thaw's family — his white- 


haired mot IK r. his pa'o vouns? wife, 
his sisters and brothers—remained at 
the courthouse until late in the night. 
They visited the defendant on several 
occasions in the prisoner's pen on the 
floor above the courtroom. Their pur- 
po=e was to cheer, but he appeared 
by far ihe most cheerful of the group. 
The man's confident air seems never 
to leave him for any great length of 


time, and buoyancy of spirit is nearly 
always apparent. 


Attorney Peabody was asked if 


Harry Thaw would make any state- 
ment, and when Mr. Peabody referred 
the matter to Thaw he said he would 
write just a line. It follows: "It is a 
great satisfaction that all my family 
continue well. I regret that so many 
officials and others have so much 
extra work." As the deputy sheriffs 
took Thaw away at midnight he said: 
"Another night. Well, I suppose I've 
got to make the best of it." 


Twice during the day 12 men who 


took their places in the jury box more 
than two months and a half ago filed 
into the courtroom and asked the as- 
sistance of the court in an endeavor 
to bring about an agreement.

Beautifiers For Every Home. 


The value of trees on the farm, aside 


from their use as lumber, fence posts 
and fuel, is rarely considered. They 
furnish shade for live stock during the 
sweltering heat of the" summer days. 
They add to the home comforts by 
•warding off the sun's rays in summer 
and the cold, blasts of winter. 


But, what is of equal importance, 


they add to the beauty of a rural scene 
that which nothing else cafe give it. 
A landscape without a tree included 
is like an unfinished picture. It lacks 
the natural beauty that catches the 
eye, rests the mind and appeals to the 
best in a man." 


Too many farmers overlook the val- 


ue of trees, especially from the artis- 
tic point of view. This is a financial 
mistake. A farm well provided with 
shade trees in pastures, around build- 
ings and along highways is worth 
more as a home and will sell fire times 
where it would sell once if without 
trees. Not only will it sell quicker, but 
at a much higher price. 


There is a demand for beautiful coun- 


try homes e'verywhere. N§ar cities this 
demand is much greater than the sup- 
ply. 
City men are buying farms in in- 


creasing numbers every year. 


A real estate dealer who handles 


hundreds of thousands of dollars' 
worth of suburban property annually 
says: "When a city man asks about a 
farm the first question is, 'How are 
the shade trees?' It is almost impossi- 
ble to sell a farm to a city man if bare 
of trees, and I will not list such a farm 
unless at a very low price." 


Plant trees along fences, highways, 
n pastures and especially around build- 
ings. Plant the long livers—thereto, 
red and white oak, chestnut, hicKbry. 
walnut, wild cherry, locust, catalpa 
and hard maple. 
These trees will 


stand as a monument to your good 
sense long after you are dead, a delight 
and comfort to future generations. 


For shelter belts the spruces, espe- 


cially Norway and Colorado, are excel 
ent evergreens. Deciduous trees, with 
a row of arbor vitaes planted along the 
eeward side, come into use much soon- 
er than the spruces and are almost as 
;ood. 
Plant evergreens in two rows 


ten feet apart, with trees twenty feet 
part in the row and so planted that a 
tree in one row comes opposite a point 
n the other row midway between two 
rees. TLint deciduous trees eight feet 
apart and thin later as seems neces- 
sary. 


If you have no shade trees at all, 


plant quick growers, like the cotton- 
wood and Carolina poplar, wide enough 
apart to allow the slow growing but 
more hardy kinds to be planted be- 
ween. Cut out the quick growers 
when they begin to crowd the others 
ind allow the permanent trees to oc- 
cupy the space.—A. S. NecUe in Detroit 
Tribune.

EAKS ago in Great Britain they had laws which prevented 


a merchant from misbranding his goods, but that was not

for nearly seventy years Mark Twain 


has been a wanderer. He was forci- 
bly removed from the place of his 
birth at the tender age cf three by be- 
ing carried in arms to a farm wagon 
thrtt -vv-is bound to another town with 
the C.emens household goods. The ex- 
aiupie thus set him by bis elders he 
has been unable to resist, so ever since 
about ISoS he has been moving-. iN'ow 
and then he has tried to settio down.

Twain is the most famous man in the i 
wond.

mcnt's reflection, replied:

This I set forth of in£ own 
knowledge, for on Memorial day of 
1002 Mark Twain himself positively 
idcntilied and acknowledged it, and I 
took a photograph of the wanderer 
standing at the front door of his old 
homo. 
The illustration on this page 


is redrawn from that photograph. That 
was the occasion of the humorist's lat- 
est and perhaps last visit to his boy- 
hood home aud haunts. It was the St 
Louis Post-Dispatch and not mere curi- 
osity that was responsible for my pres- 
ence in Hannibal at the time. 
I am 


positive that it was Mark Twain who 
stood at the door of the old house, for 
I went up on the train "with him and 
•witnessed his signature, "S. L. Clem- 
ens," on the hotel register, heard him 
ask for a room with private bath and 
heard the clerk inform him that he 
might have a room near the bathroom, 
but the bath was not private. 


Mark Twain lived in that house a 


dozen years or more be1 fore be began i 
to rovo as-nin. nn<1 .ift*r that at intor-1 
vals for a few years he reappeared. | 
Then for nearly fifty years he never 
spent more than a day at a time in 
Hannibal until the occasion mentioned, 
when he wont bnr-k and paid the1 old 
town a v!?it of nearly a -week.

The House That Mark Built. 


The next i >me of Mark Twain which 


history records aud which still stands 
is a shack in thu town of Aurora, Es- 
mertilda county, Nev., on the cactus 
f.esert. It is stated by a lody journal- 
ist of Sun Francisco that Mark Twain 
buiit this house with his own hands. 
That may or may not be true. Let us 
not take issue with a lady. The shack 
is built of clapboards and other things, 
with a little board porch iu front ami 
a stovepipe sticking up through the 
roof. Here dwelt Sam Clemens and his 
partners, subsisting upon canned beans 


l*Ut_L 
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silver in the rock regions roundabout 
It is of record that they failed. Mark 
Twain moved out, went to San Fran- 
cisco, Honolulu and scores of other 
plates, not to forget Virginia City, 
Nev., where he began to write for tlw 
newspapers and found his calling. 


Of course Mark Twain had many 


temporary homes along the Mississippi 
river, from Hannibal to the gulf, be- 
tween trips as steamboat pilot or help- 
er. But they do not count. He has 
said himself that when you stay a cou- 
ple of months in a plaep it begins to 
look familiar, but that it requires at 
least two years to make a place your 
homo. Iu his wanderings he seems to 
have adhered consistently to this the- 
ory, for he lived two years each at half 
a dozen places in Europe—London, 
Paris, Berlin, Vienna, Florence, Ven- 
ice and so on. This was after his mar- 
riage. Each, of those cities now has a 
Mark Twain home to show to future 
generations. 


One feels like offering an apology to 


the- public for mentioning the lirst 
home of Mark Twain after his mar- 
riage, because the story has been told 
so often. But as this is a veracious 
chronicle of Mark Twain's homes the 
present writer must hew to the'line. 
That home was in Buffalo. The bride- 
groom's father-in-law gave it to him 
as a little wedding present. I am de- 
termined not to say a word about that 
familiar story of the young newspaper 
man and his bride being detained some- 
where by unreliable friends while oth- 
er tricksters lighted the gas in all the 
rooms of the uew home and the cook 
prepared and spreaS a savor,' supper. 
I shall not even mention'how Mr. and 
Mrs. Clemens finally were permitted to 
drive up to the house, supposing they 
were visiting friends, and were told 
when seated at the table that the 
house and all its fixtures were theirs. 


When Connecticut Gasped. 


Mark Twain had a third interest in 


the Buffalo Express, but by that time 
"Innocents Abroad" had made him so 
famous that he could not afford to con- 
tinue In newspaper work. He moved 
out of the gift house and away from 
Buffalo. 
Fur overcoats, be said, had 


something to do with his quitting that 
climate on the lake shore. The family 
dwelt for a brief time in Elmira, the 
girlhood home of Mrs. Clemens, but the 
charms of Hartford, Conn., were not to 
be resisted. A literary colony in that 
city lured Mark Twain thither. Charles 
Dudley Warner was a neighbor. Har- 
riet Baecher Stowe was another. 


The house built by Mark Twain In 


Hartford was so far in advance of the 
age that Connecticut gasped. It was 
like thrusting a twentieth century Uni- 
tarir.u into the New England atmos- 
phere of Jonathan Edwards. 
That 


house was built for comfort. It bad 
enough windows to let in the i'.ght 
where the light would do the most 
good. It had plenty of ventilation. It 
had porches suited to all climates, 
which it needed in Connecticut, and it 
had no regard whatever for the con- 
ventional New England 
architectural 


lines of the period. 


In this house the Clemens family 


resided for the larger part of twenty 
years. It began to look as thoiigh Mark 
Twain had settled down. But appear- 
ances were deceiving. The wanderlust 
microbe was still working. The fam- 
ily pulled up stakes and went abroad. 
Mark Twain rode around the earth on 
the equator, wrote, lectured, establish- 
ed biennial homes here and there, occu- 
pied houses for the summer in the Ad- 
irondacks, on the Maine shore, in the 
New Hampshire mountains and a few- 
other regions. 


Early in 1902 he purchased a hand- 


some country place near Tarrytown. 
N. Y., not far from Mr. Rc"keff!l<-r'3 
house. But this place he never occu- 
pied. The family went to Italy in the 
hope of restoring the health of Mr?. 
Clemens. 
After the bereavement of 


her death Mark Twain returned to the 
United States and took a houso on 
Fifth avenue, in XPW York. 
He is 


living there now, or, at any rate, he 
was until he packed up and went off ti 
Bermuda a fenr weeks ago. The Fifth 
avenue house is quite cioso to the 
Washington

square.

A somewhat widespread misconcep- 


tion as to the Helicon Hall status led to 
many annoyances. 
Mr. Sinclair was 


obsessed with cranks and nuisances of 
all sorts. Some there were who seemed 
to imagine that the Hall was a sort of 
free for all, that the Heliconian? were 
Ihing in a state of free and easy hos- 
pitality such as only the very rich can 
afford and not even the very rich ever 
dispense. 


On one occasion Mr. Sinclair received 


a telegram from a man of whom he 
had never heard to the effect that this 
individual, "with friends," would ar- 
rive that evening. An hour later the 
self announcer arrived, accompanied 
by another «an and a woman. All car- 
ried suit ca^es and announced that they 
had come for a week's visit. As it 
happened that every room in the Hall 
was occupied and some colonists were 
sleeping ou bunks, the visitors were 
delicately directed to' the Englewood 
hostelry. They made what is described 
as a scene, and the ringleader filled 
columns of newspapers with bis denun- 
ciations of the colonists. It was ascer 
tained that at au anarchist meeting on 
the east side m New York this man 
had casually met a member of the col- 
ony, 
who had casually said: 


"Come up and see us some tune." 


Not Like Brook Farm. 


Another error in relation to Helicon 


Hall is to call it a Brook Farm experi- 
ment. There • is 
scarcely anything 


about tbe Helicon proposition to sug- 
gest the celebrated experiment in co 
operation which was tried for two or 
three years by a small band of enthu- 
siasts near West Roxbury, Mass., early 
in the forties. Brook Farm was alto- 
gether a different proposition. Profes- 
sor George Ripley had a theory that 
men and women could dig a living out 
of the dust of the earth by working a 
few hours a day and could live on a 
higher and more rational plane by so 
doing. He gathered about bun a band 
of plain livers and high thinkers. They 
founded Brook Farm. Mrs. Ripley, a 
highly accomplished woman, did the 
community washing. Nathaniel Haw- 
thorne is said to have fed the pigs. As 
the members were vegetarians this im- 
putation is exploded. However, sever- 
al of these afterward eminent persons 
did farm labor and household drudgery

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A Forest Ranger * 
And His Work. 


IDE into any forest reserve in 


the west, and soon you "will 
find 'at your side a bronzed, 


sinewy young fellow, whose easy seat 
in the saddle tells of the instruction in 
the greatest riding school in the world, 
the school of the American cowboy. 
After he 'has taken your name and the 
names of those in your party and has 


„ given you the usual warning about ex- 


tinguishing campflres and observing 
the game laws he will ride with you a 
few miles and may even honor you by 
disposing of a generous share of your 


near his cabin and he likes your ap- 
pearance you are welcome to sit at his 
table and demolish his visible supply 
of "grub," for, true to the traditions of 
the cattle range, the forest ranger is 
the soul of hospitality. 


, From the ranks of -the cowboys has 
oeen chosen a small army of rangers, 
and forestry experts say these hardy 
snen of the trail make the best raw 
material In the world for practical for- 
esters. The only difficulty has been in 
getting enough of them to quit the life 
of the cow puncher for the life of the 
forest ranger. But those who have 
taken up the new calling are enamored 
of it and recognize that the increased 
public interest in foresty insures them 
a better future than they can find hi 
ordinary work on the "cattle range. 
! A forest ranger's Duties inake it im- 
perative to have anjpntdoor training. 
In particular the ranger must be a 
good horseman. This, -means If hat he 
must be able to ride .bronchos^of un- 
certain disposition andJ;haj:Jie,ia$st be 
capable of sitting in the saddle: all day 
long— and all night, too. If necessary. 
Some of the western forest reserves 
cover an area well nigh as large as a 
good sized state; hence some idea may 
be obtained of the tremendous dis- 
tances. these forest patrols are called 
upon to cover. And as he may be days 
away from any human habitation the 
ranger must pack his own bed and 
"grub" on the back of a pack animal 
and be ready to make his temporary 
home wherever darkness catches him. 


One of the chief duties of the forest 


ranger is to guard against the loss of 
government timber .either by the dep- 
redations' .of tiniber thieves, _or the 
spread of forest fires. He must also 
be'able to tell if any germ is playing 
havoc with the trees in his reserve. 
"Much valuable timber was destroyed 
hi Colorado recently owing to the fact 
that the ravages of the turpentine bee- 
tle went unchecked. 


•• 
I- The 
government 
sells 
a 
limited 


amount of timber to contractors, who 
may erect sawmills on reserves sub- 
'jeet to government supervision. This 
^complicates the ^work of the -forest 


ranger, fpr^he must mark every tree to 
. be cut, and he must see that the forest 


t '-Is ^thfained, out according to scientific 


principles. He works in advance of 


' 'the sawmill men and "blazes" every 


selected tree and then stamps the 
"blaze" with the initials U. S.'on a 
heavy iron hammer. Woe to the tim- 
ber man who dares cut down a tree 
that has not the brand of the govern- 
ment upon it His contract .will be an- 
nulled, and he. will not be^allowed to 
cut another stick of timber on any 
reservation. Likewise the contractor 
must not exceed the number of feet 
allowed in his contract, a.nd the ranger 
must keep close tab to see that this 
Important ruling is not disobeyed. 
. 
Not only must he keep an eagle eye 


on the sawmill men, but the forest 
ranger must see to it that the settlers, 
who are given permission to take fall- 
en timber from the reserves, do not ex- 
ceed /their rights and cut down stand- 
ing timber. 


In the mining districts of the west- 


ern states there is an incessant demand 
for standing timber, and the., tempta- 
tion is strong to take wiat is; needed 
from the government reserves icubrder 
to timber new shafts and^tunnejs. If 
caught a timber thief is quite likely to 
put up a fight. The ranger always 'car- 
ries rifle and revolver, however, ;and 
he must be skilled in their use, or he 
would never 'have passed his ex<i5niHa- 
tion.. In New Mexico one rangejf Was 
set upon -by four desperadoes. The 
ranger killed two of them and desper- 
ately wounded the other two, and he 
is now the most respected of meo 
when he makes his rounds. 


Next to watching the timber men the 


forest ranger finds the most exacting 
work in fighting fires. A long, dry sea- 
son in the mountains is s.pt to be fol- 
lowed by terrific fires. The writer re- 
members seeing a forest ranger ride up 
to a general store in a little Colorado 
town and demand something to eat 
While he was hurriedly heating a can 
of-pork and beans his tired horse was 
being watered by sympathetic lookers 
on. The ranger had been' fighting a 
fire for two days far up the trail and 
fca8 just got,it under control. Yet from 
another direction came great clouds of 
smoke, telHng that a new fire had bro- 


- ken out and that there was more hard 


work ahead of him. Yet in spite of the 


• fact that he was almost as exhausted 


as his horse there was no thought of 
"quitting" in this ranger's mind. After 
he- had gulped down his pork and 
beans and wiped his hands on his 
leather "chaps" he was in the saddle 
and away again after telling a number 
of citizens at the store that he would 
probably require their services at the 
Dew theater of action. 


A ranger has the right to impress 


citizens as deputies in fighting forest 
fires, but in many cases the ranger 


. has to fight the fierce flames with a 


discoiiragingly small force. Attention Is 
always confined to keeping the fires 
within certain bounds. 
To this end 


trees in the path of the fire are felled 
«ud the flames ore beaten in from the 


lin?5." In mo=t «i*f« the 


can be kept under control, but some- 
tunes nothing can check their spread, 
and they burn on and on until a provi- 
dential rain or lack of material to feed 
on finally ends the career of the tiames. 
Forest rangers soon get to be expert 
in fighting these flres, which would 
puzzle a city fireman, and they get 
results in a way that would win the 
admiration of the chief of any fire de- 
partment. 


The forest ranger is the guardian of 


the wild game on the forest reserve, 
and much of His attention is given to 
seeing that the game laws are not vio- 
lated by hunters. The rangers who 
have the hardest work- in this regard 
are those in the great Teton reserve, 
south of Yellowstone National park. 
This reserve includes" Jackson's Hole, 
the world famed haunt of elk. Hun^t 
ers are attracted from all over the" 
world, and many of them are entirely, 
"willing to fracture the game laws if 
they can only secure an extra pair of 
horns by so doing. 
Then, too, the 


great demand for elk teeth arouses the 
cupidity of cowboys and ranchers, and 
many elk are killed out of season for 
their teeth alone. Pot hunters keep 
the rangers busy, and in winter these 
lawbreakers go from Jackson's Hole 
into Yellowstone park ^tself. Soldiers 
guard the park the year round, but 
when the terrific snows of winter come 
all the roads are blocked, and the game 
slaughter goes on. These pot hunters 
of Jackson's Hole and Yellowstone Na- 
tional park are the most desperate men 
of their class, and it means a fight to 
the death to interfere with one of them 
in his illegal work. Consequently the

For all his hard work and for all the 


many things he is called upon to do, the 
average forest ranger enjoys his call- 
ing. He gets pay that averages-from 
$65 per month to $100, according to 
his class, and he has plenty of leisure 
time to spend in his cabin. Here he 
generally studies woiks on forestry or 
makes out his reports. This must be 
done regularly, as the government re- 
quires a minute account of the services 
of its forestry employees. 


But there are consolations of trout 


streams and virgin hunting grounds— 
things that will inspire envy in the 
city man. Probably the most envied of 
all rangers is one in Idaho. There is 
an immense lake of clear, cold water in 
the center of his reserve, and all he has 
to do is to patrol this body of water. 
He has no horses to feed—for-ihe ran- 
ger must furnish and care for his own 
steeds—and if he wants to fish all he 
has to do is to trail a spoon hook from 
the rear of his canoe and he will catch 
Immense ten and" twelve pound trout 
Such a man doubtless gets more real 
enjoyment out of life than the richest 
and busiest man in the richest and 
busiest of cities. 


The average forest ranger soon be- 


comes as skilled as any Indian in read- 
ing the signs of the trail and of the 
trackless wilds. He knows the haunts 
of all the wild game, and his knowl- 
edge, coming first band, is more valua- 
ble than any that can be gleaned from 
books. And there is no doubt that his 
financial rewards will be larger, as 
the country continues to realize his 
increasing importance. 
It is every- 


where admitted that the care of the 
forests, particularly in the west, is im- 
portant to the well being of the whole/ 
nation.

IRON TRADE REVIEW 


Cleveland, O., April 12—The Iron 


and Trade Review says: 


The settlement 
of the long street 


railroad franchise controversy in Chi- 
cago has been quickly followed by the 
placing of an order for 20,000 tons 
of steel rails with the Lorain Steel 
company, 10,000 each by the Chicago 
City Railway company, and the Un- 
ion Traction company. Large orders 
for equipment are also expected. 


The demand for structural mater- 


ial shows decided Improvement and 
sales of the prineipa^ interest in both 
the east and central 'west have been 
very large. Among the important or- 
ders taken were 15,000 tons for the 
Susquehanna 'bridge of the B. & O. 
railroad, and some very heavy or- 
ders for bridges 
and buildings are 


pending. Of the 
55,000 tons of 


structural steel ordered for the new 
plant at 
Gary, specifications have 


been filed for about 40,000 tons. The 
sheet mills are steadily falling far- 
ther behind in their deliveries. While 
at the beginning of the year the lead- 
ing interest was making promises of 
from 15 to 16 weeks, it cannot now 
deliver short of 24 to 36 weeks. Nev- 
er before were the independent mills 
so well supplied with orders as at the 
present time. 


Our monthly blast furnace statis- 


tics show a surprisingly good record 
of production 
in view or the filled 


conditions which compelled the bank- 
ing of many furnaces 
for 
several 


days. The production for March was 
2,18.6,709 tons, against 2,048,036 
tons in February. Nearly every fur- 
nace in 'blast increased its produc- 
tion.
